Giolitti Advises King. 

It is asserted that Signor Giolitti, 
when he was received by King Victor 
Emmanuel this morning, expressed the 
opinion to the king that Signor Salan- 
dra’'s government, not having been 
overthrown by parliament, Salandra 
must remain in power or be entrusted 
with the task of forming a new cabi- 
net. Signor Salandra, Signor Marcora, 
president of the chamber of deputies:

The resolution advises that the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor call a ccn- 
gress of all the trade unions in 
I'nited States “in the event that war 
is apparent or that a special session 
of congress be called” to consider this 
momentous question. The labor con- 
gress, according to the resolution, 
would meet in Washington at the same 
time as the United Staees congress “for 
the express purpose of voicing the dis- 
approval of labor toward any program 
involving this country in war.

We cannot imagine a county that 
would not be glad simply to follow good 
advice in the matter of road corfstructioh, 
and if it did not wish to do so it would 
be its own funeral.

HELPING THE-UNEMPLOYED. 


The establishment in the Chamber of 
Commerce building of a permanent clear- 
ance house for the unemployed, to be main- 
tained through the generosity of an Atlanta 
citizen, and directed by a board of Atlanta's 
jeading women, is one of the good results 
growing out of the temporary organization 
of the Atlanta Emergency association.

A SlARTLING INDICTMENT. 


The testimony as developed in the police 
court through the evidence of one of the 
most competent and painstaking of the city 
public school principals that “some one ts 
selling whisky to the children of the English 
avenue school,” and that “the school author- 
ities have had resort to the courts to 
break up a band of boys who cangregate 
near the school and create a disturbance,” 
is an indictment of inefficiency somewhere 
that should not pass unnoticed. 

The revelation leads directly to the 
question, “Where did the children get the 
intoxicants?” (The question here reaches 
that point of seriousness when humanity as 
well as society demands protection against 
such a condition as well as punishment of 
the offenders. 

And who are the idle boys that threaten 
the peace of a whole school? They are 
not wage-earners, or they would not be 
“congregating”’ near the schoolhouse. 

Recent investigations among the unem- 
ployed people of Atlanta showed that the 
majority were inefficient, and that they had 
not taken advantage of schools pro- 
vided for them. The same condition pre- 
vails in the reform and charitable institu- 
tions, while comparatively of the un- 
fortunate girls in rescue homes have taken 
advantage of the schools the state and city 
provides for them. Too often these unfortu- 
nate voung women are the products of the 
same homes to which might be traced the 
boys who loiter on corners and are a menace 
to the community. 

Would it not come under the head of 
economics as well as social purity if the 
city, to protect at large, and the 
future citizen, could compel these children 
to go to the schools provided for them, thus 
giving them the chance that is their right? 

The conditions around the English ave 
nue school neighborhood emphasizes more 
than anvthing else could the need for the 
investigation planned by the Chamber of 
Commerce committee to reach every insti- 
tution of the city. The exploitation of these 
incidents, shocking as they are to the com- 
munity, will bring on that civic revival 
Atlanta so much needs. And it can come 
none too soon!

A STEP HIGHER. 


At the recent annual meeting of the 
Georgia Association of Graduate Nurses, a 
step higher in professional efficiency was 
taken when the association appointed a com- 
mittee to draft a bill to be presented to the 
legislature requiring compulsory registration 
of nurses: stricter requirements in admis- 
sion, and otherwise raising the standard of 
the profession. 

The enacting of this law would protect 
not only the profession of nursing against 
the inefficient or unethical, but it would pro- 
tect the public. 

The comparative newness of nursing as 
a profession, the uniform wage paid, and the 
dignity of nursing as a calling for woman, 
has attracted many the field, and the 
socalled training schools for nurses are 


to 


numerous, 

The proposed law would require a high 
standard of training not only from the 
graduate nurse, but it would require that 


certificates and diplomas should be recog- 
nized only where issued by training schools 
measuring to the highest standards. 

The relation of trained nursing to the 
medical profession, and the responsibility 
of the nurse in the home where she is called, 
make any step taken to raise the standard 
of nursing most important, and worthy the 
interest of the doctors, and citizenship at 
large. 

The Georgia Association of Graduate 
Nurses was organized through the inspira- 
tion of Mrs. Agnes Hartridge, the first presi- 
dent, and her continued interest in the 
movement, making for the highest ideals, is 
a potent factor in the continued growth and 
success of the association.

The engineers of the national board of 
firé underwriters have reinspected Atlanta, 
Ga, and in reviewing the extent to which 
their recommendations of May, 1914, 
been carried out say: 

“The installation of the proposed 48-inch
